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Happy  New  (Tyre)  Year 

Ever  since  the  announcement  that  the  Tyre  Distribution 
Plan  would  appear  in  a  much  abbreviated  form  for  1954, 
and  that  as  from  yesterday,  January  1,  the  various  tyre 
manufacturers  would  adopt  their  own  individual  trading 
policies,  some  retailers  have  been  going  about  with  a  face  as 
long  as  a  tyre  price  list. 

Accompanying  these  doleful  expressions,  comments  have 
been  heard  on  the  lines  of  “There’s  going  to  be  a  real  old 
free-for-all  in  1954,”  “Goodness  knows  what’s  going  to  happen 
when  control  goes,”  “Looks  as  though  we  shall  be  getting  back 
to  the  law  of  the  jungle,”  and  so  on.  What  a  jolly,  rollicking 
state  of  mind  in  which  to  start  the  new  year  of  trading! 

If  “The  G.  and  M.A.”  might  suggest  a  more  positive  atti¬ 
tude,  it  is  this:  “Controls  can  operate  only  during  times  of 
shortage,  so  thank  goodness  another  one  has  gone.  Now  we 
can  get  back  to  the  more  healthy  and  robust  conditions  of 
normal  trading.  Of  course  there  will  be  difficulties;  and  of 
course  there  will  be  price  cutting.  But  difficultie.s  can  be 
overcome,  and  price  cutting  can  be  left  to  those  who  haven’t 
yet  learned  that  it  doesn’t  pay.” 

One  of  the  morale-damaging  effects  of  control  is  that 
businessmen  (especially  those  who  come  into  a  trade  while 
the  control  is  operating)  sometimes  get  so  used  to  the  artificial 
support  that  they  flounder  when  it  is  taken  away,  like  the 
would-be  swimmer  who  thinks  he  is  doing  so  well  until  the 
hand  is  removed  from  under  his  chin.  Only  if  he  is  made 
of  the  right  stuff  does  he  recover  and  swim  on  unaided,  and 
after  that  it  is  for  evermore  a  case  of  “I  can  keep  my  chin 
up  without  help,  thank  you.” 

Given  courage,  the  application  of  sound  business  principles 
to  tyre  trading,  and  a  sturdy  refusal  to  be  drawn  into  any  form 
of  cut-throat  price  competition,  1954  should  ^ 
be  the  bright  and  prosperous  New  Year  that  yL 
“The  G.  and  M.A.”  sincerely  hopes  it  will  be 
for  all  its  reader  and  advertiser  friends.

Fresh  interest 

IN  the  training  of  apprentices.  Mr. 
Serkit  is  a  firm  believer  in  the 
policy  of  changing  over  from  one 
job  to  another  at  intervals,  wherever 
possible,  in  order  to  stimulate  fresh 
interest  and  to  avoid  getting  into  a 
rut.  Charlie  had  been  making  good 
progress  in  general  service  repairs  on 
vehicles,  and,  when  a  slack  period 
turned  up,  Mr.  Serkit  decided  to  take 
the  opportunity  of  introducing  the 
boy  to  a  new  aspect  of  electrical  work. 

On  instructions.  Charlie  reported 
for  duty  in  the  service  shop  one  Mon¬ 
day  morning.  Mr.  Serkit  took  him 
over  to  the  work  bench  where  ignition 
repairs  are  usually  handled. 

“Now,  Charlie,”  he  began,  “I  want 
to  give  you  some  information  and 
training  in  the  subject  of  magneto 
repairs.  We  do  not  deal  with  a  large 
number  of  ‘mags’  as  most  of  what  we 
get  are  tractor  or  industrial  engine 
units,  with  a  few  motor  cycle  types, 
but  it  is  important  that  we  should  be 
equipped  to  carry  out  service  repairs 
when  called  upon  to  do  so.  The  stores 
have  a  small  stock  of  components,  and 
we  operate  the  Lucas  ‘B90’  scheme  for

replacement  of  units  which  require 
extensive  work. 

“First,  you  must  have  a  clear  under¬ 
standing  of  how  a  magneto  works. 
We  will  take  as  example  the  simplest 
type  of  single-cylinder  machine  with 
rotating  armature,  and  then  see  how 
this  basic  pattern  is  built  up  to  form 
the  more  complex  types  used  in  four, 
six,  and  eight  cylinder  engines. 

Generator  function 

“The  name  ‘magneto’  is  an  abbrevi¬ 
ation  of  the  full  title  ‘magneto- 
electric  machine’  used  to  describe  the 
early  machines  which  came  into  use 
on  vehicles  about  50  years  ago.  The 
modern  high-tension  magneto  com¬ 
bines  the  functions  of  a  generator 
with  a  spark  coil,  contact  breaker  and 
H.T.  distributor.  Single-cylinder  mag¬ 
netos  do  not  need  H.T.  distributors, 
but  otherwise  the  principle  is  the 
same. 

“Although  we  have  a  generator 
function  in  the  magneto,  you  must 
not  confuse  its  operation  with  the 
battery-charging  dynamo. 

“Here  I  am  giving  you  a  sketch 
(Fig.  1),  showing  an  iron  armature 
rotating  between  the  poles  of  a  per¬ 
manent  magnet,  and  I  want  you  to 
notice  in  particular  what  happens 
during  a  certain  part  of  the  arma¬ 
ture’s  rotation. 

“You  will  remember  from  your  pre¬ 
vious  training  on  the  subject  of 
dynamos  that  a  current  will  flow  in 
a  closed  circuit  connected  across  a 
winding  the  turns  of  which  cut  across 
a  magnetic  field.  You  will  also  recall 
that  the  induced  voltage  rises  sharply

during  a  rapid  change  in  the  field  den¬ 
sity,  or  in  the  polarity, 

“In  the  sketch,  I  have  indicated  an 
iron  armature  of  ‘H’  form,  having  two 
opposite  pole  faces  or  cheeks  joined 
by  a  central  core  on  which  a  coil  is 
wound.  In  the  position  shown  at  ‘A’ 
the  maximum  pole  face  area  is  adja¬ 
cent  to  the  magnet  faces,  being  separ¬ 
ated  by  small  air  gaps.  The  armature 
presents  an  easy  path  for  the  mag¬ 
netic  lines  of  force,  which  are  there¬ 
fore  largely  concentrated  through  it. 

“Little  change  takes  place  in  the 
density  through  the  core  as  the  arma¬ 
ture  moves  into  position  ‘B,’  prin¬ 
cipal  result  being  a  reduction  in  the 
area  of  the  stator  and  rotor  pole  faces 
which  are  adjacent  to  each  other. 
This  causes  the  lines  to  concentrate 
more  densely  in  the  area  still  within 
the  field  zone,  while  the  lines  are  dis¬ 
torted  round  with  the  turning  of  the 
rotor  member,  or  armature. 

Alternating  potential 

“You  should  also  notice  in  sketch 
‘B’  that  the  leading  edges  are 
approaching  the  opposite  pole  upper 
tips,  so  that  lines  now  tend  to  leak 
across  the  decreasing  air  gap. 

“At  position  ‘C’  the  rotor  has 
reached  vertical,  and  a  greater  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  lines  now  pass  through 
the  upper  and  lower  cheeks,  with  a 
lesser  density  of  lines  through  the 
core.  As  the  armature  passes  dead 
centre  into  position  ‘D’  the  leak 
through  the  cheeks  decreases  and 
lines  begin  to  pass  through  the  core 
again  in  the  reverse  relationship  to 
the  first  position.

“Look  again  at  sketch  ‘A’  and  you 
will  see  that  we  started  with  the  rotor 
face  No.  1  next  to  the  ‘N’  pole  of  the 
magnet,  and  No.  2  next  to  the  ‘S’  pole. 
Continuing  from  position  ‘D’  the  rotor 
approaches  the  half-turn  position, 
similar  to  ‘A’  but  with  the  No.  2  rotor 
face  next  to  the  ‘N’  and  No.  1  next 
to  the  ‘S’  pole. 

“If  we  have  a  winding  on  the  core 
and  a  voltmeter  connected  to  its  ends, 
we  will  find  that  an  alternating  poten¬ 
tial  is  produced,  giving  a  form  of  sine 
wave,  as  I  have  indicated  in  the  lower 
sketch  (Fig.  2).’’ 

Charlie  interposed:  “In  that  case, 
the  magneto  is  essentially  a  two-pole 
alternator  to  start  with.’’

but  I  want  you  to  understand  that 
the  whole  purpose  in  using  this  ‘H’ 
form  of  armature  core  is  to  attain  a 
rapid  collapse  and  reversal  of  the 
magnetic  flow  through  it. 

“We  have  two  important  functions 
to  deal  with.  The  first  of  these  con¬ 
cerns  the  generation  of  ‘Foucault’ 
currents  in  the  core.  The  iron  in  the 
armature,  being  an  electrical  con¬ 
ductor,  carries  a  circulating  current 
within  its  mass,  when  cutting  across 
lines  of  force  of  changing  density. 
These  currents  waste  energy  and  pre¬ 
vent  the  rapid  reversal  we  have  to 
achieve,  and  so  they  are  largely 
eliminated  by  forming  the  centre  of 
the  core  of  laminated  iron  sheets 
insulated  from  each  other. 

“If  you  have  been  taught  anything 
of  ‘Lenz’s  Law’  at  your  night  classes, 
you  will  know  that  these  Foucault,  or 
eddy  currents  tend  to  magnetise  the 
mass  of  iron  and  to  set  up  opposing 
poles  which  restrict  the  through-flux 
of  the  main  field.  The  use  of  lamin¬ 
ated  structure  breaks  up  the  eddy  into 
very  small  currents,  restricted  by  the 
resistance  of  the  several  insulated 
sheets,  and  so  the  damping  due  to  this 
cause  is  largely  got  rid  of. 

Closed-circuit  flow 

“The  second  point  concerns  the 
effect  of  current  flowing  in  the  closed 
coil  circuit  when  the  armature  is  cut¬ 
ting  a  changing  field.  If  you  will 
hand  over  that  motor-cycle  magneto 
from  the  bench.  I  will  demonstrate 
the  effect,  and  then  try  to  explain  it 
to  you. 

“First,  I  will  remove  the  cam  ring, 
so  that  the  contacts  remain  closed. 


Flj{.  3  (left).  Closed  -  circuit 
winding  on  core  before  “top 
centre”  position.

Now.  when  turning  the 
armature  quickly  over  the 
‘top  centre’  position,  I  feel 
a  resistance  to  rotation  up 
to  a  point,  beyond  which 
the  shaft  tends  to  fly  over 
on  its  own.  You  try  it 
for  yourself  and  you  will  feel  what  I 
call  the  ‘toggle  spring’  effect. 

“That  is  due  to  the  induction  of 
magnetic  poles  on  the  core  faces  by 
the  current.  This  sketch  (Fig.  3) 
shows  you  that  the  armature  poles  are 
unlike  their  adjacent  main  poles,  and 
therefore  exert  attraction  which 
opposes  rotation — hence  the  drag.  As 
the  current  tends  to  persist  in  an 
inductive  circuit,  this  drag  is  main¬ 
tained  until  the  core  is  ‘over  the  top’ 
— so  to  speak,  when  the  sudden 
reverse  surge,  shown  in  Fig.  1  (‘D’), 
inverts  the  core  polarity  and  causes 
the  shaft  to  pull  forward  Instead  of 
dragging  back.

“Castle  wall"  appearance 

OR  many  hundreds  of  years  a 
tithe  barn  has  stood  beside  the 
Brandon  road  at  Thetford,  Nor¬ 
folk,  a  building  which,  with  the  ruins 
of  an  old  monastery  nearby,  has  been 
scheduled  as  an  ancient  monument. 
But,  ancient  monument  or  no,  that 
tithe  barn  is  to-day  the  workshop  run 
in  conjunction  with  a  petrol  service 
station  opened  recently  by  W. 
Hopkins. 

Special  permission  had  to  be 
obtained  to  make  use  of  the  tithe 
barn  in  this  way.  and  apart  from 
cementing  the  floor  and  doing  one  or 
two  other  minor  necessary  things,  Mr. 
Hopkins  must  not  make  any  struc¬ 
tural  change  in  the  building  at  all. 
However,  it  gives  him  a  floor  area 
about  90ft.  X  20ft..  which  will  do  until 
he  gets  permission  to  build  a  covered 
structure  in  the  open  area  immedi¬ 
ately  behind. 

The  service  station,  known  as 
Canon’s  Filling  Station,  has  had  to 
be  constructed  to  tone  with  the 
ancient  surroundings,  and  has  as  a 
semi-circular  background  a  wall  built 
of  Lignacite  bricks,  which  are  made 


locally,  at  Brandon,  from  cement  and 
sawdust.  They  have  a  “castle  wall” 
appearance,  and  nails  can  be  knocked 
into  them  without  difficulty.  A  kiosk 
has  been  built  from  the  same 
material. 

There  are  three  pumps  on  an  island 
centrally  located  to  provide  a  drive- 
in  on  each  side.  Oil  cabinets  stand 
at  the  back,  against  the  wall. 

The  site  has  proved  to  be  on  part 
of  an  ancient  burial  ground,  a  large 
number  of  bones  being  unearthed  in 
the  excavations.  But  no  ghosts  have 
been  reported — so  far. 

The  enterprise  has  earned  Mr,  Hop¬ 
kins  considerable  local  publicity.

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Motor  industry  may  be  forced  into  parallel  production 
of  two  types  of  vehicle :  one  for  home,  one  for  export 


the  future  if  the  situation  is  not  taken 
firniiy  in  hand  without  delay.  I  am  anxious 
to  stress  this  point  since  I  feel  sure  that 
the  whole  future  of  the  motor  manufactur¬ 
ing  industry  is  dependent  upon  it. 

“Fuel  taxation  in  itself  tends  to  develop 
a  peculiar  breed  in  passenger  cars — the 
smallest  and  most  economical  that  can  he 
made — and  in  heavy  vehicles,  these  again 
having  under-powered  engines  that  are  quite 
inadequate  to  meet  world  competition, 
which,  in  the  main,  demands  the  conveyance 
of  a  maximum  load  of  passengers  or  goods 
at  a  high  speed  and  with  a  performance  to 
match  it  in  other  directions.” 


E£Fect  of  competition 

A  FORECAST  that  high  taxation  on 
motoring  and  motor  transport  in  this 
country  would  soon  force  British  manu¬ 
facturers  into  the  parallel  production  of 
two  entirely  different  types  of  vehicle — one 
for  the  home  market  and  one  for  overseas 
— was  made  by  Managing  Director  Henry 
Spurrier,  of  Leyland  Motors,  Ltd.,  in  the 
recent  annual  Spurrier  Memorial  Lecture. 

Mr.  Spurrier,  a  past-president  of  the 
Society  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and  Traders, 
declared : — 

“Already  we  are  beginning  to  feel  seriously 
the  comp>etltlon  in  our  overseas  markets 
from  countries  such  as  Germany,  Italy  and 
Scandinavia,  whose  attitude  at  home  is 
obviously  one  of  great  progress  and  develop¬ 
ment  in  order  to  keep  this  great  industry 
to  the  forefront  and  make  certain  so  far  as 
possible  that  it  shall  make  its  contribution 
to  international  trade. 

“The  British  manufacturer,  owner  ami 
operator  are  bound  to  assume  that  before 
long  the  Government  will  wake  up  to  the 
seriousness  of  the  present-day  situation  and 
the  consequences  that  may  be  expected  in 


Little  encouragement 

Mr.  Spurrier  said  Government  approach 
to  all  forms  of  road  transport  from  the  early 
days  had  given  little  encouragement  to 
either  manufacturer  or  road  itser. 

“Just  as  soon  as  vehicles  showed  signs  of 
being  numerous  on  the  roads  of  Britain, 
taxation  in  one  form  or  another  was  applied 
steadily  and  progressively  by  a  .succession  of 
Chancellors.  At  first,  promise  to  use  revenue 
from  this  source  to  improve  roads  and  con-

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ditions  of  travel  generally  was  made,  but 
these  good  intentions  were  never  seriously 
put  into  effect,  until  to-day  we  see  this 
industry  taxed  higher  than  any  other,  with 
the  least  amount  of  contribution  being  made 
toward  its  improvement  in  return. 

Short-sighted 

"This  attitude  or  policy  is  surely  a  short¬ 
sighted  one,  since  failure  by  any  Govern¬ 
ment  to  plan  and  carry  through  an 
up-to-date  trunk  road  development  pro¬ 
gramme  in  this  country  must  in  the  long  run 
bring  with  it  a  severely  Increased  accident 
rate,  increased  costs  in  transport,  an  addi¬ 
tional  cost  to  the  country  on  account  of 
high  fuel  consumption,  and  a  further 
handicapping  of  the  manufacturing  side 
of  the  industry  by  the  need  to  produce  types 
of  vehicles  and  cars  that  can  be  considered 
useful  only  within  these  Islands.” 

Dealing  with  the  development  of  the 
transport  industry,  he  said:  “In  the  motor 
manufacturing  industry,  and  in  the  road 
transport  operating  Industry,  we  have  two 
examples  of  intensive  development  that  can 
ascribe  their  .success  almost  entirely  to  indi¬ 
vidual  and  private  enterprise. 

“I  think  I  am  safe  in  stating  that  up  to 
the  present  day  development  of  nearly  any 
sort  stems  from  the  individual  and  Is  never 
iiiitlertaken  by  a  Government  or  a  eorporate 


Rotating-mass  Engines? 

Discussing  future  design,  Mr. 
Spurrier  forecast  that  engines, 
the  prime  movers,  would  have 
rotating  masses.  This  would  eliminate 
at  once  most  of  the  objectionable 
vibration,  and  at  the  same  time  pro¬ 
vide  a  unit  having  near  steam 
characteristics. 

.4  development  of  the  present  gas 
turbine  was  probably  the  answer,  and 
by  tliose  very  characteristics  it  miglit 
well  open  up  a  new  field  in  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  employing  the  kinetic  energy 
of  a  heavy  rotating  mass,  through 
wiiich  a  vehicle  would  he  accelerated 
and  braked  without  the  present  high 
degree  of  power  wasted  through  fric¬ 
tional  losses. 


l>ody  until  the  art,  whatever  it  may  be,  has 
liecome  well  established  as  one  of  the  neces¬ 
sities  of  everyday  life. 

“It  is  natural  that  man  wishes  to  work 
out  his  own  .salvation,  and  for  that  reason 
alone  any  cotmtry  that  provides  the  greatest 
degree  of  freedom  to  the  individual  will 
automatically  come  to  the  top  in  its  inven¬ 
tive  capacity  and  achievement.” 


Contents  Labels  and  Pilfering 


Plain  cartons  advised 

DISPATCH  manager,  speaking 
of  pilfering  recently,  declared 
that  there  are  definite  signs  of 
improvement  —  although  there  are 
black  patches  and  “sporadic  in¬ 
creases.” 

One  practical  point,  mentioned  by 
him  is  that  cartons  “have  to  be  plain 
ones,”  as  the  claims  prevention  com¬ 
mittee  of  British  Railways  had  made 
it  clear  that  otherwise  no  responsi¬ 
bility  for  loss  can  be  accepted. 

This  statement  has  drawn  a  com¬ 
ment  from  D.  S.  M.  Barrie,  public 
relations  officer  of  B.R.,  to  the  effect 
that  no  directive  has  been  issued  by 


the  railways  with  regard  to  the  use 
of  plain  containers,  but  “it  is  the  prac¬ 
tice  to  advise  traders  that  advertising 
matter  (relating  to  the  contents) 
printed  on  cartons  containing  goods 
in  short  supply  is  liable  to  render 
them  more  vulnerable  to  theft.” 

A  good  many  firms  have  for  some 
years  past  acted  on  this  tip,  omitting 
all  descriptive  letterpress  from  their 
labels  and  on  occasion  giving  only  the 
trading  initials  and  address.

Variations  on  VW  Theme 


Four  versions  of  the 
transporter  model  soon 
to  be  available 
in  Great  Britain 


One  multi-purpose 

The  Volkswagen  transporter,  soon  to 
be  available  In  Great  Britain  under 
the  trading  agreement  with  Germany, 
is  a  typical  example  of  the  ability  of  Ger¬ 
man  engineers  to  make  the  best  of  a  good 
job.  Having  designed  a  flat-four  air-cooled 
engine  which  will  give  good  performance 
with  definite  economy,  they  were  not  con¬ 
tent  to  use  it  in  the  .several  versions  of  the 
Volkswagen  car.  They  soon  found  a  method 
of  u.sing  the  same  unit  as  the  basis  for  a 
range  of  load-carrying  vehicles. 

Not  only  is  the  same  engine  used  in  the 
car  and  transporter  but  al.so  very  similar 
chassis  and  suspension  components.  This 
means  that  the  vehicle  can  be  produced  very 
economically. 

Most  popular  of  the  range  will  probably 
be  the  Kombl,  which  Is  a  multi-purpose 
vehicle.  It  can  be  used  for  load-carrying, 
for  which  it  has  a  capacity  of  162  cu.  ft.,  or 
it  can  be  fitted  with  seats  to  carry  eight 
passengers  Including  the  driver.  Since  the 
engine  is  on  the  rear  axle,  access  to  the 
interior  is  by  doors  at  the  side,  but  there 
are  rear  windows  and  the  engine  housing 
can  be  used  as  an  enlarged  parcel  shelf. 
The  Micro-bus  is  similar  to  the  Kombi

with  seats  fitted.  It  too  will  seat  eight 
people  Including  the  driver,  and  is 
available  with  a  sunshine  r(x>f  as  an 
extra.  The  de  luxe  version  has  a 
number  of  extra  fittings,  including 
all-round  windows  and  Plexiglass  panes  in 
the  curved  sides  of  the  roof.  The  folding 
sunroof  is  standard  on  this  version. 

On  the  pick-up  the  loading  floor  Is  at  the 
same  level  as  the  top  of  the  engine  compart¬ 
ment  and  an  extra  compartment  for  carry¬ 
ing  fragile  goods  is  situated  between  the 
axles.  A  canvas  cover  and  hoops  can  be  sup¬ 
plied  at  extra  cost. 

Delivery  van 

The  delivery  van  is  similar  to  the  other 
roofed  transporters  but  it  has  no  windows. 
There  are  double  loading  doors  on  each  side 
which  provide  an  opening  3ft.  lOin.  wide  by 
3ft.  llln.  high. 

Mechanical  details  which  are  common  to 
all  versions  of  the  transporter  include  the 
wheelbase  (8ft.),  engine  capacity  (1,131  c.c.), 
maximum  b.h.p.  (25  at  3,300  r.p.m.),  and  the 
gearbox,  which  has  synchromesh  on  second, 
third  and  top  gears. 

Gear  ratios  are  1  :3.60,  1  : 1.88,  1  : 1.22  and 
1  :0.79.  Reverse  is  1  :4.63.  Fuel  consump¬ 
tion  is  claimed  to  average  38  m.p.g.  and  the 
cruising  .speed  is  set  at  50  m.p.h.  at  3,180 
r.p.m.

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Responsibility  for  Goods  Stolen 
from  Garaged  Vehicles 

Customer’s  claim  fails  against  Scottish  dealers 
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“No  contract”  defence 

IN  their  own  interests,  garaglsts  should 
recognise  the  desirability  of  having  a 
suitable  and  water-tight  non-responsi¬ 
bility  notice  printed  on  garage  tickets  and 
on  other  forms  handed  to  customers  (par¬ 
ticularly  if  these  are  signed  by  the  customer) 
when  a  vehicle  is  left  for  garaging  or  ser¬ 
vice.  Wherever  possible  the  attention  of 
the  customer  should  be  drawn  to  such 
notice. 

This  was  emphasised  in  a  Judgment  given 
recently  in  a  case  concerning  goods  alleged 
to  be  stolen  from  a  van  whilst  the  vehicle 
was  garaged  in  a  dealer's  premises. 

It  appears  that  one  of  the  branches  of  the 
S.M.T.  Sales  and  Service  Co.,  Ltd.,  found  it 
necessary  to  sue  for  non-payment  of  an 
account  for  some  £60  due  for  .service  carried 
out  on  the  vehicle  in  question.  The  customer 
lodged  a  counter-claim  for  damages  in 
respect  of  alleged  theft  of  goods  from  the 
vehicle  whilst  it  was  undergoing  service  and. 
when  the  case  eventually  came  into  court, 
argued  that,  by  virtue  of  his  having 
entrusted  the  vehicle  to  the  garage,  the 
company  had  accepted  responsibility  for  the 
goods  contained  in  the  van. 

The  solicitor  representing  the  company, 
however,  argued  that  before  a  garage  pro¬ 


prietor  could  be  made  liable  for  goods  in  a 
van  or  car,  tliere  would  have  to  be  in  exist¬ 
ence  a  contract  between  him  and  the  owner 
of  the  vehicle  that  he,  the  garage  proprietor, 
undertook  to  look  after  the  goods,  and  that 
liability  did  not  arise  Irom  the  mere  fact 
tliat  the  car  was  accepted  for  garaging. 

In  giving  judgment  for  the  company,  the 
Sheriff  before  whom  the  case  was  contended 
said:  “It  is  true  that  the  pursuers  make 
averments,  usual  in  cases  of  this  type,  with 
regard  to  notices  posted  to  the  effect  that 
‘vehicles  and  contents  are  stored  and  driven 
by  our  .staff  at  owner’s  risk’,  etc.,  and  that 
the  defender  denies  that  any  such  modifica¬ 
tion  of  common  law  liability  was  brought 
to  his  attention  so  as  to  form  part  of  the 
contract.  But  the  fact  that  the  notices 
refer  to  ‘contents’  does  not,  in  my  opinion, 
affect  common  law  liability  which  is  con¬ 
fined  to  the  moveables,  the  care  and  custody 
of  which  was  accepted  for  hire.  It  is  a 
non  sequitur  to  say  that  because  the  pur¬ 
suers  contracted  to  garage  the  defender’s 
van  they  were  under  any  duty  to  take  care 
of  property  locked  inside  the  vehicle. 

Liability  test 

“The  value  of  the  articles  said  to  have 
been  stolen  is  small,  but  the  proposition 
that  a  garage  keeper  is  responsible  for  pro¬ 
perty  stolen  from  a  locked  vehicle  may  be 
tested  by  supposing  that  the  property 
consisted  of  a  mink  coat  or  valuable 
jewellery.  To  make  a  claim  of  damages 
relevant  there  would  require  to  be  clear 
averments  that  not  only  the  vehicle  but 
the  articles  locked  therein  were  the  subject 
of  the  contract  of  locatio  custodiae.  There 
are  no  such  averments  in  the  counter-claim. 

“In  the  whole  circumstances  the  pursuers 
are  entitled  to  decree  and  the  counter-claim 
is  dismissed  as  irrelevant.”

Opened  by  Transport  Minister 

At  the  Basildon  Trading  Estate  In 
Essex,  In  one  of  the  new  town  areas, 
an  80,000  sq.  ft.  factory  has  Just  been 
completed.  It  was  officially  opened  during 
December  by  the  Minister  of  Transport.  It 
is  the  new  home  of  Bonallack  and  Sons,  Ltd., 
commercial  vehicle  bodybuilders  who 
specialise  in  light  alloy  construction,  and  it 
forms  the  latest  chapter  in  the  story  of  a 
family  concern  which  goes  back  to  the  year 
1825. 

The  new  factory  has  been  built  with  two 
main  objectives  in  view.  First  to  Increase 
production  until  it  can  keep  pace  with 
demand  for  light  alloy  bodies  and  secondly, 
to  reduce  the  prices  of  bodies  by  building 
to  an  efficient  system  which  will  cut  out  a 
number  of  avoidable  production  costs.  In 
this  connection  the  company  aim  to  make 
a  number  of  standard  types  of  bodies  which 
will  be  available  for  the  most  popular  makes 
of  heavy  and  medium  class  vehicle  chassis 
and  which  will  cost  less  because  they  are 
made  in  series. 

There  are  several  interesting  features  of 
the  building.  The  main  working  area  has 
been  roofed  with  a  shallow-arch  construc¬ 
tion  which  gives  a  greater  height  of  unob¬ 
structed .  free  space.  It  is  high  enough  to 
permit  work  on  the  tallest  vehicles  without 
obstruction. 


Movement  of  work  within  the  factory  is 
from  side  to  side.  The  stores  are  on  the 
extreme  left  and  the  bodies  move  across  the 
floor  of  the  main  workshop  until  they  are 
mounted  on  chassis  In  a  special  bay  at  the 
right-hand  wall. 

Large  areas  of  the  roof  and  walls  of  the 
factory  are  constructed  with  transparent 
materials  and  glass.  Artificial  lighting  con¬ 
sists  of  batteries  of  fluorescent  light  fittings. 
The  assembly  area  is  “piped”  throughout 
for  power  supply  for  hand  tools. 

There  are  six  spray  booths,  which  are  air- 
conditioned  and  heated  to  the  ideal  tem¬ 
perature  for  spraying.  Each  booth  holds  one 
vehicle  and  no  vehicle  enters  a  booth  before 
passing  through  the  power  washing  plant. 

Around  the  factory  are  large  chassis 
parks  and  .sufficient  ground  is  available  to 
allow  the  factory  to  be  extended  to  twice 
its  present  area.

RECORD  RESULTS  IN  JUBILEE  YEAR 


Sir  George  Kenning 's  Review 


Tlic  Twenty-tliirj  Annual  (ifiicral  .Meetiii);  of 
Kfimings,  Ltd.,  was  held  on  3l)th  Dec-ember  in 
.Sheffield,  Sir  Oeorge  Kenning,  .1.1’.,  F.L.M.I.  (the 
Chairman),  presiding.  The  following  is  an  extract 
from  his  statement,  whicdi  had  been  circulated  with 
tlie  report  and  accounts  for  the  year  ended  SOth 
,lune,  li>53. 

It  is  seventy-five  years  sinc-e  my  father  foumled 
tills  business,  twenty-three  since  it  was  formed  into 
a  Private  Limited  Company  and  fourteen  since  it 
became  a  Public  Company.  It  is,  tlierefore,  with 
more  than  usual  pleasure  that  I  am  again  able  to 
submit  for  your  adoption  accounts  which  show 
record  results  and  a  steady  expansion  and  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  previous  year's  record. 

INCREASED  DIVIDEND 

The  consolidated  profit  for  the  year,  including 
dividends  on  investments,  amounts  to  £3SA),‘213,  com¬ 
pared  with  £87.5,627  for  the  previous  year.  After 
providing  for  taxation,  etc.,  the  nett  profit  is 
£151,400,  against  £144,423.  It  is  proposed  to  pay  a 
final  Ordinary  dividend  of  12J  per  cent,  which, 
with  the  interim  of  6}  per  cent.,  makes  a  total  for 
the  year  of  18J  per  cent.,  compaf^'l  with  16i  per 
cent,  last  year.  The  nett  increase  in  reserves  and 
undistributed  profits  is  £74,541.  Reserves,  excluding 
taxation  reserves  of  £219,047,  now  total  £511,079. 

I  feel  sure  you  will  consider  that  these  results 
are  satisfactory  and  that  the  increase  in  dividend 
is  fully  justified,  bearing  in  mind  the  matters  to 
which  I  have  referred  and  that  your  Company, 
which  is  largely  concerned  with  trading,  has  only 
a  comparatively  minor  problem  to  face  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  replacement  of  plant  and  machinery 
and  other  fixed  assets.  I  have  several  times  drawn 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  living  has 
increased  for  Shareholders  as  well  as  everyone  else, 
and  that  dividends  have  been  slow  to  catch  up. 

Although  trading  in  cars  was  much  improved  in 
the  first  five  montlis  of  the  financial  year,  the 
improvement  was  not  maintained,  there  being  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  cars  made  available  to 
your  (Company  during  the  remainder  of  the  financial 
year. 

This  has  been  another  unsatisfactory  year  in  tyre 
trading.  Sales  have  improved  in  the  current  year 
an<l,  after  a  considerable  re-organJsation  which  has 
taken  place,  the  results  this  year  should  be  lietter. 
Nevertheless,  your  Company  is  the  foremost  Tyre 
Trader  among  Oarages  by  a  wkle  margin,  and  the 
leading  independent  tyre  distributor. 


Our  Engineering  Works  at  Dronfield  has  improved 
its  position,  but,  altliough  the  current  year’s  figures 
are  satisfactory.  I  do  not  anticipate  much  furtiier 
improvement  here  as  most  of  our  re-armament  con¬ 
tracts  will  l>e  completed  early  in  1954. 

Commercial  vehicle  business,  which  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  part  of  our  activities,  has  been  far  below  its 
noi  nial  level  ow  ing  to  the  rehictance  of  operators  to 
pay  purchase!  tax,  and  to  a  tendency  to  wait  and 
sec  what  is  going  to  happen  concerning  «le- 
natioualisation. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  there  is  another  side  of 
tlie  picture,  and  without  it,  indeed,  we  would  not 
lie  .-diowing  the  results  1  now  place  before  you. 

Our  specialised  repair  shops  in  particular,  and 
our  service  spare  parts  and  repairs  departnveots  In 
general,  have  continued  to  contribute  a  higher  pro¬ 
portion  of  your  Company’s  income. 

I  can  also  refer  to  the  satisfaotory  results  of  our 
antt-friction  bearing  business,  although  our  activi¬ 
ties  liere  have  now  slowed  down  in  common  with 
those  of  similar  businesses  owing  to  the  reihiction 
in  stocks  by  all  types  of  user. 

Our  .Shrewsbury  subsidiary,  Wales  and  Edwards. 
Ltd.,  has  had  a  good  year  wiith  its  manufacturing  of 
electric  vehicles,  which  continues  to  be  successful, 
although  on  a  m4M)est  scale  and  for  a  limited  and 
specialised  market. 

THE  FUTURE 

In  some  cases  alnive  I  have  referred  to  future 
prospects,  and  in  general  I  feel  that  they  are 
rea.sonal>ly  goo<].  In  particular,  we  continue  to 
maintain  a  full  order  book,  and  continue  to  look 
forward  with  confidence  to  the  day  when  all  cars 
will  in  plentiful  supply  and  when  moilels 
announced  at  the  Motor  ifhow  will  be  available  for 
home  consumption.  No  doubt  many  of  you  will  be 
surprised  to  hear  that  this  is  not  already  the  caae. 

In  September  and  Octoiber  this  year  we  were 
appointe<l  .Authorised  Distributors  for  Sbell-Mex 
and  B.P.,  Ltd.  for  an  important  territory.  We  have 
for  very  many  years  acted  as  selling  agents  for 
this  conqiany,  and  feel  confident  that  we  can  justify 
tite  increased  responsfbiiity  we  have  aAsumed, 
which  shouhl  continue  to  prove  profitable  to  your 
Company.

The  In.specta.scope  is  the  name  of  a 
piece  of  equipment  recently  Introduced 
by  M.P.T.,  91/7,  London  Road.  Man¬ 
chester,  1.  It  Is  de.signed  to  enable  the 
underbodies  of  vehicles  to  be  inspected 
quickly  without  using  a  lift  or  pit. 

Main  components  are  a  reflecting  plate, 
which  can  be  Illuminated  by  a  small  bulb, 
and  a  curved  handle.  The  tool  is  pushed 


under  the  wing  of  the  vehicle  and  by  look¬ 
ing  down  into  the  plate  the  operator  can 
see  the  underside  of  the  vehicle  reflected 
there.  If  It  is  too  dark  to  see  properly  the 
lamp  can  be  connected  up  to  the  battery  or 
to  the  mains  supply  with  a  different  bulb.

AST  week  I  indulged  in  a  glance- 
back  at  the  motor  trade  as  it  was 
when  this  paper  was  started  40 
years  ago.  Now  let  us  take  a  look  at 
the  future,  to  see  what  we  can  make 
of  that.  We  can  get  some  guidance 
by  recalling  something  from  our 
industry’s  past.  How  would  you  say

shod  work,  and  even  complete  botches, 
sometimes  get  by,  because  the  indi¬ 
vidual  who  carried  out  the  work  failed 
to  make  a  proper  job  of  it.  Such  things 
are  bound  to  happen,  but  the  real 
fault  was  that  they  were  not  spotted 
before  the  vehicle  left  the  premises. 
By  tightening  inspection  methods  ser¬ 
vice  could  be  improved  still  further. 


in  1913?  Most  likely  the  premises  are 
much  more  attractive:  certainly  the 
equipment  would  be  judged  almost  in¬ 
credibly  elaborate  by  the  earlier 
standards.  But  those  are  hardly  more 
than  incidentals.  It  is  the  improve¬ 
ment  in  service  given  to  the  public 
that  is  the  big  difference.  To  give  still 
better  service  should  be  the  trade’s 
immediate  aim;  to  keep  up  the  good 
work  is  the  first  duty. 


P.R.  aspects 

HE  standing  of  the  garage 
industry  is  far  higher  than  it 
used  to  be.  primarily  because  the 
trade  has  improved  its  efficiency.  To 
give  good  service  is  the  first  essential 
in  public  relations,  for  which  it  is 
indeed  the  necessary  basis.  But  there 
is  a  lot  more  to  P.R.  than  that.  How¬ 
ever  good  the  service  or  the  product 
may  be,  no  industry  can  expect  to 


Checking  over 

O  start  talking  about  improving 
garage  service  is  to  touch  upon 
a  fiercely-debated  topic.  Let  us 
start  by  admitting  quite  frankly,  if 
only  amongst  ourselves,  that  customers 
do  not  always  get  the  standard  of  ser¬ 
vice  that  they  expect  nowadays,  and 
for  which  they  are  paying.  Getting 
about  as  I  do,  I  use  garages  quite  a 
lot  as  an  ordinary  customer,  and  I 
always  seem  to  get  very  well  served, 
and  know  plenty  of  establishments 
that  I  can  trust  implicitly  from  ex¬ 
perience.  Nevertheless.  I  am  only  too 
well  aware  that  some  other  car  owners 


obtain  optimum  results  unless  it  makes 
use  of  the  new  science.  As  things  are, 
the  retail  motor  industry  tends  to  get 
more  bad  publicity  than  good. 
Customers’  complaints  are  published 
in  the  Press,  rightly  so,  but  the  trade’s 
case  is  less  frequently  presented  to  the 
readers.  Recently  some  of  the  news¬ 
papers  reported  action  taken  by  the 
B.M.T.A.  against  an  alleged  price- 
cutter.  No  punches  were  pulled  and 
the  result  was  shocking  propaganda 
for  the  trade.  Nothing  has  been  done 
to  correct  the  damage,  because  it  hap¬ 
pens  to  be  nobody’s  job  in  the  present 
set-up  of  the  industry.  Once  again  we 
must  say  that  this  trade  wants  a

“Smallest  Repairers”  And  The 
M.A.A. 

Sir, — I  have  been  hoping  that  Colonel 
Agnew  would  have  replied  to  “Old  Hand’' 
who  was  so  disgruntled  In  this  Parliament 
on  November  28;  but  up  to  now  nothing  has 
appeared  in  print,  so  I  venture  to  make  a 
few  observations  from  one  section  of  the 
M.A.A. 

"Old  Hand’.s’’  laconic  summary  of  his 
feelings  could  be  acceptable  If  It  was  Justi¬ 
fied,  but  if  he  had  been  keeping  In  touch 
with  M.A.A.  affairs  and  reading  the  “M  A.A. 
News,’’  he  would  have  a  better  appreciation 
of  the  value  of  membership. 

It  seems  to  me  that  he  Ls  one  of  the  vast 
majority  of  repairer  members  who  take  no 
part  In  association  affairs  and  therefore  lose 
touch  with  all  that  goes  on. 

We  have  made  many  attempts  to  stimu¬ 
late  the  Interest  of  our  repairer  members  In 
section  meetings  which  month  by  month 
provide  every  opportunity  for  the  ventlla-

tion  of  groases  and  the  putting  forward  of 
propo.sal.s  as  to  how  the  as.soclatlon  could 
help  In  their  problems,  but  the  results  have 
always  been  most  discouraging. 

To  give  you  an  Idea  of  the  seeming  in¬ 
difference  of  these  members  (which  repre- 
.sent  something  like  40  per  cent,  of  our 
total!,  following  is  a  copy  of  a  personal 
appeal  which  our  Chairman  sent  to  each 
member  In  July  of  this  year  :  — 

“Dear  ....  You  will  see  from  the  last 
meeting  of  our  .section  that  the  South-East 
and  Cornwall  members  withdrew  a  resolu¬ 
tion  (Which  they  had  taken  to  council)  con 
cerning  the  constitution  of  the  council  and 
executive  committee. 

“The  propo.sal  was  that  the  council  should 
consist  of  elected  members  In  direct  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  various  grades  of  the  as.socia- 
tlon’s  membership.  The  membership  figures 
were  given  :  1,398  Grade  ‘A’  (Distributors). 
4,542  Grade  ‘B’  (Stocking  Dealers),  8,215 
Grade  ‘D’  (Vehicle  Repairers),  1,606  Grades 
’H.’  ‘E’  and  ’G’  and  438  branch  members. 

“Of  the  86  elected  council  members  only 
four  are  In  the  vehicle  repairer  category.  It 
had  been  -said  that  the  grade  to  which  coun¬ 
cil  members  belong  Is  immaterial  because 
they  are  public-spirited  men  who  devote 
themselves  to  the  well-being  and  prosperity 
of  the  trade.  It  Is  .sometimes  difficult  to 
convince  the  smaller  member  that  this  Is 
.so  and  in  any  case  it  Is  In  his  own  hands  to 
change,  but  WHAT  IS  HE  DOING  ABOUT 
IT  ANYWAY?  This  brings  us  to  the  rea.son 
for  writing  to  you. 

“Everything  starts  at  section  level.  We 
have  about  120  members,  40  per  cent,  of 
whom  are  Grade  ‘D,’  and  yet  If  we  had  to 
rely  on  their  support,  the  .section  would 
have  been  stillborn  becau.se  only  two  or 
three  repairers  attend  our  monthly  meet¬ 
ings. 

"Is  the  seeming  lack  of  interest  due  to  the 
repairers  not  being  able  to  spare  time  from 
his  busine.ss  to  attend  section  meetings?  We 
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thlnk  not,  bjcaase  these  only  take  up  2i 
hours  per  month.  It  cannot  be  due  to  in¬ 
difference  because  the  decisions  taken  very 
often  vitally  affect  repairers'  business. 

“Perhaps  the  principal  object  of  the 
M.A.A.  has  been  forgotten.  It  is  to  ‘en¬ 
courage,  promote  and  protect  the  Interests 
of  firms  or  persons  engaged  in  the  retail 
branches  of  the  motor  trade.’ 

“It  is  true  that  to  a  certain  extent  we 
are  all  in  competition  with  each  other,  but 
surely  this  is  no  reason  wny  we  should  not 
meet  together  occasionally  to  talk  over  our 
common  problems,  and  when  this  is  done 
In  a  cordial  and  friendly  atmosphere,  it 
must  re.sult  in  mutual  benefit  and  goodwill. 

“Quite  apart  from  this,  we  are  sure  that 
you  can  make  a  positive  contribution  to  our 
(‘fforts  even  if  it  is  only  by  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  your  presence  at  our  meetings. 

“It  is  fully  recognised  that  you  have  no 
time  to  waste  and  we  hope  that  this  is 
reflected  in  our  agenda  and  minutes  which 
we  send  regularly  to  you. 

“Will  you  give  one  of  us  a  ring  to  .say  you 
will  come  on  the  29th? — Yours,  etc.  .  .  .  .” 

Not  a  single  reply — either  by  'phone  or 
letter — was  received,  and  the  number  of 
repairer  members  attending  the  following 
business  meeting  did  not  increase. 

Perhaps  we  ought  to  say  that  as  there  is 
so  little  to  laugh  about  in  business  to-day, 
the  M.A.A.  has  served  even  “Old  Hand"  in 
giving  him  a  tonic.

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Minister’s  move 

N  frequent  occasions  since  the 
war  the  need  for  better  signpost¬ 
ing  throughout  the  country  has 
been  strongly  urged  in  this  feature. 
The  position,  at  any  rate  in  many 
areas,  is  now  probably  worse  than  at 
any  time  for  well  over  40  years,  and 
the  result  is  extremely  wasteful. 

Transport  drivers  In  particular  often  get 
lost  when  In  strange  districts,  which  In¬ 
volves  needless  mileage,  and  delays  that 
should  not  be  necessary.  An  Improvement 
here  Is  really  Just  as  necessary  as  It  Is  to 
the  roads  themselves,  and  could  further  be 
made  quickly  and  at  no  great  expense. 

It  Is  a  pleasure  to  learn  that  at  least  one 
start  has  Just  been  made  In  this  direction. 
The  difficulties  experienced  by  road  users  in 
getting  In  and  out  of  London  have  been 
concerning  the  Transport  Ministry  for  some 
time.  Now  Mr.  Lennox-Boyd  has  announced 
a  scheme  for  reform,  a  part  of  which  Is  to 
be  put  Into  operation  right  away. 

On  the  right  lines 

That  Is  concern€'d  with  the  marking  of 
through  routes,  which  will  be  done  with 
signs  having  a  yellow  backgroimd.  Included 
in  the  plan  are  an  Inner  “ring  road,”  and 
an  outer  circular  road,  to  assist  drivers  in 
avoiding  congested  areas.  The  second  part 
of  the  scheme  covers  provision  of  local 
signs  to  particular  parts  of  the  metropolis, 
and  these  will  show  mileages  as  well  as 
place  names,  which  will  be  shown  on  a  blue 
background. 

Preliminary  work  on  this  has  yet  to  be 
completed,  but  the  appropriate  authorities 
have  already  had  instructions  to  proceed 
with  the  through  route  signs,  of  which  some 
two  thousand  will  be  erected.  A  map  of  the 
routes  is  already  on  sale,  and  enlarged  re¬ 
productions  of  it  are  to  be  displayed  at 
points  where  It  Is  thought  they  will  be  most 
useful. 

Particularly  noteworthy  is  the  fact  that 
greater  prominence  will  be  given  on  the  new 
signs  to  place  names,  than  to  road  numbers. 
This  amounts  to  a  reversal  of  former  M.o.T. 
policy  and  one  that  will  be  cordially  wel¬ 
comed  by  most  drivers  of  experience.  The 
road  numbering  scheme,  which  was  in.stltu-

ted  originally  solely  for  administrative  pur¬ 
poses,  has  tended  to  be  overplayed,  but  it 
would  seem  that  Berkeley  Square  House  has 
come  to  realise  that  It  Is  of  less  value  to 
drivers  than  it  had  originally  been  supposed. 

Shortly,  this  London  scheme  appears 
thoroughly  admirable,  and  could  well  be 
used  as  a  model  in  other  parts  of  the 
country,  which  Is  the  reason  I  have  dealt 
with  it  at  some  length. 

Things  to  come 

The  lecture  delivered  to  the  Institute  of 
Transport  by  Henry  Spurrier  was  of  quite 
outstanding  Interest.  The  views  of  the 
Leyland  chief  always  command  attention, 
but  on  this  occasion  Mr.  Spurrier  ventured 
on  a  forecast  of  future  developments  In  the 
heavy  vehicle  field.  The  chief  point  was  that 
the  engine  will  be  one  “having  rotating 
masses;”  In  other  words,  it  will  be  some 
form  of  gas  turbine. 

Before  that  becomes  practical,  howevei, 
the  thermal  efficiency  of  gas  turbines  will 
netd  to  be  raised  to  the  formidable  tune  of 
between  200  and  300  per  cent.,  so  that  the 
change  over  to  the  new  type  of  motor  can 
be  regarded  as  still  a  long  way  off.  Mr. 
Spurrier’s  statement  lines  up  with  that 
made  at  the  Rover  annual  general  meeting, 
when  it  was  announced  that  their  turbine- 
driven  vehicles  are  still  only  in  the  experi¬ 
mental  stage.  Rover  plan,  however,  to  mar¬ 
ket  a  turbine  power  unit  suitable  for 
Industrial  applications,  in  the  fairly  early 
future. 

Mr.  Spurrier  alluded  to  employing  the 
kinetic  energy  of  a  heavy  rotating  ma.ss  to 
reducing  the  power  at  present  wasted 
through  frictional  losses;  also  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  evolving  a  suitable  type  of  variable 
gear  to  meet  the  general  requirements. 

It  was  a  curious  coincidence  that  on  the 
same  day  that  his  lecture  was  reported,  some 
of  the  papers  gave  the  news  of  a  novel 
transmission  system  which  is  being  backed 
by  the  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
Development  Corporation,  which  is  Govern¬ 
ment  sponsored. 

Power  Jets,  Ltd.,  are  also  interested  in 
the  project,  which  was  developed  by  a  con¬ 
sulting  engineer  of  Richmond,  Surrey, 
named  R.  C.  Clerk.  It  is  being  exploited  by 
Gyreacta  Transmission,  Ltd.,  and  from  the 
scanty  information  available,  would  appear 
to  hold  out  possibilities  of  Just  the  kind 
discussed  by  Mr.  Spurrier. 


“  FLASHING  LIGHT  ”  INDICATORS  NOW  LEGAL 

TRAILER  PLATE  CHANGE  AND  OTHER  AMENDMENTS 


FROM  JAM  AKY  1 

HE  "flashing  light"  regulations  made 
by  the  Minister  of  Transport  came 
into  force  yesterday  (January  1).  They 
are:  The  Motor  Vehicles  (Construction  and 
Use)  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1953,  and 
the  Motor  Vehicles  (Construction  and  U.se) 
(Track-Laying  Vehicles)  Regulations,  1953. 

Direction  Indicators.  The  regulations 
legalLse  the  use  of  flashing  light  direction 
indicators.  In  future,  three  types  of  Illum¬ 
inated  direction  indicators  will  be  legal  on 
motor  vehicles. 

(a)  The  semaphore  type  now  in  use,  con¬ 
sisting  of  a  moving  arm  illuminated  in 
amber,  fitted  to  the  side  of  the  vehicle; 
in  future  these  may  be  illuminated  by  a 
steady  light  or  a  fla.shlng  light: 

(b)  a  flashing  light  showing  to  front  and 
rear,  and  fitted  to  the  side  of  the  vehicle, 
illumination  being  amber  in  both  direc¬ 
tions;  or 

(c)  flashing  light  indicators  placed  in 
pairs  at  the  front  and  rear  of  the  vehicle; 
indicators  facing  to  the  front  may  show 
a  white  or  amber  light,  those  facing  to 
the  rear  may  show  a  red  or  amber  light, 
and  the  front  and  rear  indicators  on  each 
side  of  the  vehicle  must  work  together  in 
unison. 

MAY  BE  CO.MBINEI) 

Such  indicators  may,  however,  be  com¬ 
bined  with  the  front  side  lights  or  with 
the  rear  lights,  respectively,  so  that  at 
night  the  effect  of  operating  the  direction 
indicator  is  that  the  normal  white  or  red 
light  to  front  or  rear  shows  intermittent 
flashes  of  a  stronger  colour. 

Where  flashing  light  Indicators  of  type 
(c)  are  fitted  to  a  motor  vehicle,  it  will 
also  be  compulsory  to  fit  a  repeater  indi¬ 
cator  at  the  rear  of  any  trailer  drawn  by 
it,  with  certain  exceptions,  including 
trailers  constructed  before  the  end  of  1954. 

It  will  be  realised,  say  the  Ministry,  that 


the  legalising  of  types  (b)  and  (c),  especi¬ 
ally  the  latter,  will  represent  a  complete 
innovation  to  which  the  great  majority  of 
motorists  in  Great  Britain  will  be  un¬ 
accustomed  unless  they  have  driven  in 
countries  abroad,  where  such  indicators 
are  in  use. 

Trailer  Plates.  The  regulations  also 
legalise  a  new  type  of  trailer  plate.  At 
present,  when  a  trailer  is  drawn  along  the 
roads  it  is,  in  most  cases,  compulsory  to 
carry  a  plate  in  the  shape  of  a  letter  "T.” 
This  type  of  plate  will  cease  to  be  legal 
after  December  31,  1957, 

Instead,  in  accordance  with  international 
usage,  a  triangular  plate  has  been  intro¬ 
duced,  which  can  be  adopted  forthwith. 
Details  of  the  plate  are  set  out  in  the  regu¬ 
lations. 

"LAND  TRACTOR’’  REDEFINED 

.Minor  .Amendments.  The  first  of  the  new 
regulations  also  contains  a  number  of  other 
amendments  to  the  law,  including  the 
following: — 

(1)  By  redefining  the  term  “land 
tractor”  it  will  be  legal  for  wheeled  agri¬ 
cultural  tractors  which  are  not  constructed 
for  general  road  work  to  tow  trailers  carry¬ 
ing  produce,  etc.,  to  and  from  local  markets, 
and  railway  stations,  and  on  similar  Jour¬ 
neys. 

(2)  Pede.strian-controlled  vehicles  are  no 
longer  required  to  carry  horns. 

(3)  Caravan  trailers  up  to  2  tons  un¬ 
laden  weight,  fitted  with  overrun  brakes 
and  not  brakes  which  the  driver  operates. 
Will  be  legalised  (the  limit  hitherto  has 
been  one  ton);  and  the  need  for  an  atten¬ 
dant  such  trailers  Is  also  removed. 

(4)  In  the  case  of,  for  example,  cars 
with  independent  rear  suspension,  the 
brake-drums  can  in  future  be  mounted  on 
the  driving  shafts  from  the  differential  to 
the  rear  wheels  and  not  neces-sarlly  on  the 
wheels  them.selves.

Improvements  would  be  made  to  the  exist¬ 
ing  model  continuously,  he  said,  but  the 
present  economic  conditions  made  any 
major  change-over  almost  impossible  at  the 
moment. 

He  pointed  out  that,  at  present,  the  cost 
of  materials  was  far  too  high,  running  at 
approximately  60  per  cent,  of  overall  pro¬ 
duction  costs.  Instead  of  the  more  normal 
40  per  cent. 

It  was  true  that  material  costs  had 
declined  slightly  in  recent  weeks,  but  there 
was  little  likelihood  of  any  major  price  cuts 
for  Volkswagen  cars  in  the  near  future. —

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KENNINGS’  DIFFICULT  YEAR 

BUT  TRADING  PROFIT  IMPROVED 

“Although  our  total  sales  have  again  been 
much  higher  than  ever  before,  the  com¬ 
paratively  modest  Improvement  in  trading 
profits  has  been  won  only  in  the  face  of 
many  difflculties  and  set-backs  in  our  for¬ 
tunes  during  the  year  under  review.” 

This  survey  of  the  year’s  trading  of 
Kennings,  Ltd.,  is  contained  in  the  state¬ 
ment  issued  by  Chairman  Sir  George 
Kenning  with  the  annual  report. 

He  mentions  that  they  have  again  experi¬ 
enced  heavy  increases  in  overheads,  caused 
particuiarly  by  higher  salaries  and  wages. 

In  decreasing  their  prices,  manufac¬ 
turers  again  cut  distributors’  discounts. 
Commenting  on  this.  Sir  George  points 
out  that  this  has  caused  margins  and 
opportunities  in  wholesale  trading  in  both 
vehicles  and  parts  to  become  critically 
slender. 

•The  reduction  in  their  contribution  to 
fleet  owner.?’  rebates  alone  proved  most 
expensive  during  the  company’s  financial 
year,  which,  he  .says,  was  by  no  means  a 
normal  year  for  sales,  supplies  having  eon- 
tinned  to  he  restricted  and  being  below 
pre-war  levels. 

HOME  TRADE’S  lU  RDEN 

’’.Added  to  this  diflieulty  It  seems  tliat 
tile  home  trade  will  be  expected  to  stwk 
the  manufacturers’  seasonal  siirplii.s  of  cars 
fnmi  the  export  market.  This  will  Involve 
us  in  heavy  financial  commitments  and  in 
considerable  trading  loss.” 

The  company’s  commercial  vehicle  busi¬ 
ness — an  Important  part  of  their  activities 
— had  been  far  below  the  normal  level.  Sir 
George  attributes  this  to  the  reluctance 
of  operators  to  pay  purchase  tax  and  to  a 
tendency  to  wait  and  see  what  was  going 
to  happen  concerning  denationalisation. 

Reporting  another  un.satisfactory  year 
in  tyre  trading,  he  explains  that  this  was 
aggravated  by  two  price  reductions. 

On  the  other  hand,  their  spiN-ialised  reptiir 
shops  in  particulur,  and  their  service  parts 
and  repair  departments  in  general,  con- 
tinuiMl  to  ciMitribute  a  higher  proportion  of 
the  company’s  Income, 

Under  the  direction  of  David  H.  Kenning, 
the  company’s  replacement  parts  business 
has  been  consolidated  and  expanded,  so 
much  so,  that  the  parts  turnover,  excluding 
tyres,  petrol  and  oil,  now  exceeded  well  over 
£1,000,000  a  year,  and  was  still  increasing.

My  22-year-old  driver  who 
carted  me  10.000  miles  round 
the  country  has  resigned — 
bored.

I  have  had  many  years  industrial 
experience  working  close  to  fitters  and 
mechanics.

proved  he  knew  nothing  about  things 
he  saw  every  day.  He  changed  his 
ideas,  joined  the  I.A.E..  and,  as  I  say, 
is  now  a  successful  assessor.

Yes,  I’ve 
learnt  what  our  modern  education 
system  can  do  (or  fail  to  do).
